Didn't Follow 
Any Script

Active Pass. This is his caustic review of the event.) 


When a human being faces sudden death, it has been 
said that all the events of his life flash by- him in-an 
instantaneous soap-opera of unpaid bills and unrequited 
love. This is ‘a sobering thought and — depending on one’s 
own excesses — a substantial arugmment for staying 
alive, 

Several weeks ago while in midstream between 
Vancouver and Victoria I made an involuntary test of 
flash-back theory when the Canadian ferryboat I 
misfortune to be standing on at the time was sliced open 
like a can of, sardines by an idiot at the wheel of 
Russian freighter. 


Nose-to-Nose 


There was Death looking at me, nése-to-nose, for an 
instant followed by a deatening crinch of metal, the 
shattering of glass, and a brief, strange silence 
broken all at once by the } of babies and the screams 
of the injured and frightened. 


s The first assurance I had of survival was when I 
failed to see a procession of’ bad television columns 
parading across. my, vision: spaced by personal 
recollections of several rather shaky romantic interludes 
including a night in the grass alongside Panama Canai in 
1939. When I didn’t see THAT, I knew I couldn't be ‘dying. 

Then there was a sudden sense of chagrin that Death 
had almost come calling in the form of a thick-necked 
Tartar peasant instead of Gustave Dore’s pretty angel 
with the great white wings or the gentle chap in On 
Borrowed Time. / 


What followed bore no resemblance to any shipwréck 
dramas I have seen on the television screen. I guess they 
had a different scriptwriter. During the long hours while 
we silently drifted and circled with the Russian’s sharp 
prow imbedded in our side like an unirawn: assassin’s 
. dagger’, no word-of assurance — indeed no word at all — 
came from the captain or mates. No Nearer My God to 
Thee, no Women and Children First;. not even ‘a Don't 
Give Up the Ship! Surely no Hollywood writer would have 
allowed this to. happen, 


Just One Cliche 


Only one’ dramatic cliche remained intact: the 
Russians were bums from start to finish. Not once during 
the encounter caused by the Sergey Yesenin did even one 
lousy Soviet crew member or passenger come on deck to 
make an offer of belp or show any concern for the 
hundreds of persons on the crowded Canadian ferryboat. 
Of course, it’s possible they were all preparing to. be 
shipped off to Siberia. 

I saw-no heroes.among the Canadian, crew,. either. 
They were poorly briefed for such an emergency and 
performed with the disinterested distraction of parking 
lot attendants. They did, however, provide the only bit of 
comic relief — albeit grim comedy —— when nine officers 
and men tried to row two dying passengers from the 
ferry to a waiting Canadian Coast Guard hovercraft. If 
the sight of one merchant seaman rowing’ with the wrong 
end of the oar didn't finish off the injured, nothing could. 


One look at the muscles of some of the men 
Passengers as well as the tenaciousness of their young, 
showed them to be an uneven match in any race for a 
seat in @ lifeboat.

By the 
time the Russians had begun to turn, it was too late.

When it was over I thought how urtrue is the picture 
of death and tragedy that television shows us night after 
night. This violent medium provides us with bloodless 
corpses. and sanitary killing. Perhaps if the video blood 
was spilled more realistically death might be more 
meaningful to viewers, 


Watching television for a living can prove to be 
educational at a time like this, however, because I 
recalled an early series devoted to disasters where an old 
salt from Hollywood's Centra! Casting said: ‘Aye, there’s 
more to be feared from fire aboard ship than from 
water..." 


Torrents of Gas

Mouths Open Wide 


During the days which followed, the comedy of errors 
continued to unfold. Canadian public officials opened their 
mouths even wider than their counterparts south of the 
border. The first to be heard from was Highways 
Minister Wesley Black. If any script writer needs a 
model for a pompous baboon in some future situation 
comedy I now know where. to send him.

These areas vary with different regions of the Island but 
have the following specific. features; they are near or 
overlooking water. This may be in the form of a creek, pond, 
smal lake or spring; flocks are found on a slope where the 

' birds have quick access to large fir trees to hide in when 
flushed. If not on a slope, then the birds will be found near 
clumps of evergreen trees where they can fly and hide when 
disturbed. Feed varies considerably from fern leaf tips to salal 
berries and cannot be used as a consistent feature. 

Early in the season, hunters are well advised to hunt the 
slash areas near water and near clumps or stretehes of mature 
fir, Be on the iook-out for the sentinel bird. During the day the 
flock will sun and dust, usually in the open slash. At this time 
one of the flock usually takes the position of sentinel, perching 
on. top of a stump or along a log., The flock scatters near the 
stump. With.a paft of binoculars these sentinel birds are 
relatively easy to focate. Early in the season the sentinel bird 
will not flush until the hunter is well within range. When he 
does the flock will also flush providing excellent wing shooting. 
Here is where a hunting dog is invaluable. As a rule a few 
birds from the block will not flush. Instead they will crouch and 
hide until the danger is past. A hunting dog will quickly find 
and flush these birds for the hunter.

For the upland 
game bird hunter interested in blue grouse an excellent booklet 
is available. (Queen’s Printer. Ottawa, Cat. No. R65 — 84, 
price—$1.00) entitled, ‘Behaviour and the regulation of 
numbers of blue grouse.” by J. F. Bendell and P. W. Eiiiott. 
This booklet details the studies and conclisions resulting from 
the Quinsam Lakes blue grouse research.

Hunters recovering banded birds in these research areas 
are asked to see that the bands are either sent to Dr. Bendell,

The Capital Regional Hospi- 
tal District Board decided 
unanimously Wednesday to 
look for cheaper sites as an

But Alex Wood, chairman of

Mayor Arihur Young of 
Esquimelt tokd the regional 
bod; at its Wédnesday meet- 
ing that land cost is his major 
objection to building the ex- 
tended care hospital on St. 
Ann’s- Academy land adjoin- 
ing St. Joseph’s. 


This would cost about $1.6 
million, he said, and added to 
this would be for relocation of 


services and $100,000 for 
demolition. of St. Ann’s _ 
buildings.” 


Wood cdlled this statement 
a “sad misrepresentation of 
fact." The $1.6 million 
referred to the cost of land 
needed for all St. Joseph's 
expansion, not just for land to 
accommodate the extended 
care wing, 

He said the actual cost to 
taxpayers for extended care 
facilities would be about 
$150,000. The regional board is 
“out by a factor of 10.” 

The board also reaffirmed

NEW YORK (CP) — Shout- 
ing ‘‘Come on, sister, join us"’ 
to less-demonstrative female 
speciators, thousands of 
women .paraded down Fifth 
Avenue . Wednesday in the 
biggest of United States-wide 
demonstrations to get women 
“out of the kitchen, out of the 
house — out from under.” 

Some joined, while others 
jeered as the steady stream 
of placard-carrying, slogan- 
chanting. wom-en_ activists 
marched down the broad 
asphalt of one of the world’s 
leading centres of feminine 
fashion, 

Police estimated there were 
more than 20,000 marchers 
and 20,000 onlookers, but 
leaders of the demonstration 
for women's liberation said 
there were 5000 marchers
